$2,000,000 army post for the Panama 
canal have now been completed and 


a site selected near the canal town 


of Corozal. 
The final decision as to 
the location of the p o s t1 will, how­ 
ever, be left to Major General Leon­ 
ard Wood, commander of the depart­ 
ment of the east, when he arrives on 
the isthmus. 
The new' post will bring all of the 
isthmian troops from the west side 
of the canal to the east bank and thus 
make the forces much more mobile 
in case of need. 
It will be located 
on the direct trans-isthmian railway 
line and within a short march front 
either the Miralores or Pedro Miguel 
locks and from the terminals at Bal­ 
boa. 
It is the plan of Brigadier-General 
Clarence R. Edwards, commander of 
the Panama canal troop.-, to station 
at least one of the isthmian infantry 
regiments in the vicinity of the locks 
at Gatun, which also will place them 
within a short distance of the termi­ 
nals at Cristobal. 
They will form a 
supporting 
garrison 
to the various 
coast artillery defenses tit the north­ 
ern end of the canal. 
General Edwards' residence will be 
on (he side of Ancon Hill in the new 
townsite of Balboa Heights near the 
residence of Governor Goethals. 
Ail 
the posts of the army headquarters 
on the isthmus will remain in the old 
civil administration building on the 
east side of Ancon Hill overlooking 
the city of Panama. 
It is planned to begin the construc­ 
tion of the permanent infantry post 
within the next month, if the plans 
are approved.

court be correct— at Berlin in Janua­ 
ry, 1897. His father was owner of a 
large estate in the province of Posen 
and up to the 
birth 
of Stanislaus 
there was no male child to inherit 
it. 
The collateral 
heirs 
had 
every 
prospect of inheriting 
it, 
as 
they 
thought, inasmuch 
as 
the countess 
was growing in years and had borne 
no child for ten 
or 
fifteen 
years. 
Then she disappointed their calcula­ 
tions by coming to Berlin and bear­ 
ing a son. 
The collateral heirs, however, had 
their suspicions and began gathering 
evidence to substantiate them. Final­ 
ly they brought suit in a Berlin court 
and a highly sensational trial follow­ 
ed, in which the chief witness was 
one Frau Meyer from some place in 
Galicia, who claimed that Stanislaus 
was her illegitimate son, bought from 
her to be used 
as 
a supposititious 
child. 
After the collateral heirs had lost 
their case in several courts the Mey­ 
er woman herself brought suit to re­ 
cover the child, and 
her 
case has 
been passing through the 
mills 
of 
the law in various forms for some 
years. 
The Breslau court 
said in render­ 
ing its decision that she had not es­ 
tablished her claim, 
although admit­ 
ting that many circumstances spoke 
in her favor. In further explaining its 
decision the court used the following 
queer argument: 
“ The complainant is trying to de­ 
prive the child 
of

better conditions of life than she can 
give him, which does

St on*, head of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers,

closing argument for the 64,000 en­ 
gineers, firemen and hostlers, who 
seek more pay. 
An award will be made on or be­ 
fore April 20. 
Mr. Stone spoke of 
other industries, in which

said 
the workers have daylight horns and 
set periods for meals and recreation. 
“The men on the 
locomotive 
have 
none of these,’* he said. “and with 
the men in freight service it 
is

rest to sustain them in their labors.’ 
Speaking of the comparatively few' 
engineers who earn relatively

wages, he said of the railroad wit­ 
nesses: 
“They forgot to

earn this for only a short time. One- 
half of the engineers on the western 
roads, as shown by the railroad ex­ 
hibits, earn less than $150 a month, 
and 64 per cent of the firemen in the 
busy month of October, 1913, earned 
less than $100.”
